A light
accumulation of snow and sleet appears likely, especially from
Raleigh north and east with greater amounts in the Tarboro
and Roanoke Rapids areas. More of a wintry mix is expected in
Goldsboro and Fayetteville. We’ll be updating the forecast
throughout the day.

Dangerously cold temperatures, especially this weekend. Highs
Sat/Sun may not exceed the freezing mark. Sat night low
temps of 8-15°F are expected.

A more substantial winter storm may affect central North
Carolina early next week, with snow, ice, and heavy rain
possible.
